t original  dowry  of  paint- 
ings squired  by  Dr.  Cosla’s 
" -andmother  in  1760.  Each 
.on  has  added  more  paint- 
ithe  collection, 

Cl^enting  upon  his  decision 
?nt  the  paintings  to  the 
V 9 ther  universities.  Dr.  Cos- 
' “It  was  the  will  of  my 


family  that  the  paintings  never 
be  sold  and  that  the  oldest  mem- 
ber assume  the  responsibility  for 
the  collection;  and  since  I have 
no  children,  they  will  be  given 
to  public  institutions.” 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Cosla’s  collection 
embraces  a period  of  ca.  1250 
A.D.  to  1869  A.D.,  over  600  years 
of  art  history  in  which  many 
changes  in  symbolic  representa- 
tion and  style  have  taken  place. 

Part  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Cosla’s 
collection  was  first  exhibited  in 
the  United  States  in  Oakland, 
California  in  1949. 

Some  paintings  belonging  to 
the  collection  were  lost  in  Europe 
during  the  Second  World  War 
but  the  Coslas  have  hopes  of  lo- 
cating approximately  25  more  of 
the  paintings. 

Art  connoisseur,  Cosla,  is  an 
M.D.  and  has  received  Ph.D.  de- 
grees in  biology  and  art  from  the 
Kaiser  Wilhelm  University  in 
Berlin,  Germany.  He  has  practic- 
ed medicine  for  approximately 
40  years  but  readily  admits  that 
his  “first  love”  is  collecting  rare 
pieces  of  art. 

Dr.  Cosla  was  associated  with 
universities  in  Berlin,  Germany, 
Strassbourg,  France,  and  Bucha- 
rest, Romania  prior  to  moving  to 
his  current  home  in  New  York 
City. 


The  animal  was  discovered  in  a 
field  near  Utah  Lake  by  Harrison 
Scott,  110‘  West  1500  South.  He 
noticed  that  his  cows  were  ex- 
cited milling  about  one  spot  in 
the  field  and  went  to  investigate. 
There  was  the  turtle.  He  figured 
this  was  a job  for  an  expert,  and 
called  Tanner. 

There  was  no  time  for  Tanner 
to  argue  the  fine  points  about 
the  jurisdiction  of  dog  catchers 
over  turtles.  Anyway,  the  beast 
was  out  of  its  natural  habitat  and 
had  no  business  in  Utah.  He  trap- 
ped it  and  presented  it  to  Dr.  Wil- 
mer  W.  Tanner,  nationsdly  noted 
herpetologist  (reptile  expert)  at 
Brigham  Young  University. 

Dr.  Tanner  said  the  turtle  was 
about  10  to  12  years  old.  How  it 
got  here  is  a mystery,  as  it  is  not 
native  to  this  area.  Probably  it 
was  brough  here  when  small  as  a 
pet  then  it  was  turned  loose  near 
the  lake,  Dr.  Tanner  surmised. 
There  it  lived  the  life  of  Riley, 
eating  chubs,  carp,  reptiles,  am- 
phibians, dead  animals  and  veg- 
etation. 

Dr.  Tanner  said  the  appearance 
of  the  snapping  turtle  substan- 
tiates rumors  which  have  per- 
sisted over  several  years  that 
large  turtles  have  been  seen  in 
the  marshes  along  Utah  Lake. 

The  snapping  turtle,  which 
bears  the  scientific  classification 
Chelydra  serpentina,  may  be 
found  from  Southern  Canada  to 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  from  the 
East  Coast  to  the  Rocky  Mount- 
ains, but  not  west  of  Colorado. 

Although  the  turtle  has  eco- 
nomic value  because  it  is  used 
for  soups  and  stews,  this  partic- 
ular turtle  won’t  end  up  on  any- 
one’s table.  It  has  been  preserved 
as  a specimen  for  the  BYU  De- 
partment of  Zoology  and  Ento- 
mology.

Record  Number  Graduate 


A total  of  734  students  will  re- 
ceive diplomas  and  certificates  at 
the  summer  convocation  of  the 
89th  BYU  commencement  Friday. 

The  services  will  begin  at  7:10 
p.m.  with  the  academic  proces- 
sion from  the  north  quad  to  the 
George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse. 
Headed  by  the  color  guard,  the 
procession  will  include  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  faculty  and  gradu- 
ates in  caps  and  gowns. 

Commencement  exercises  will 
begin  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Field- 
house,  presided  over  by  President 
Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  president 
of  the  Council  of  Twelve  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints. 

The  commencement  address 
will  be  delivered  by  Royden  G. 
Derrick,  president  of  Western 
Steel  Company  and  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  of  Univer- 
sity of  Utah. 

The  summer  chorus  under  di- 
rection of  Ralph  Woodward,  will 
present  the  music. 

Acting  President  and  Mrs.  Earl 
C.  Crockett  will  hold  the  regular 
president’s  reception  Friday  from 
3 to  5 p.m.  in  the  new  Y Center 
for  graduates,  their  friends, 
members  of  the  faculty,  alumni 
and  parents. 

The  summer  graduating  group 
is  12  percent  larger  than  the  653 
of  last  year,  and  combined  with 
the  graduates  of  last  May  brings 
the  1964  class  to  2,247.  This  is 
an  all  time  record  and  16  percent 
ahead  of  last  year’s  total  of  1,922 
students. 


Of  this  number,  582  will  march 
across  the  stage  to  receive  the 
bachelor’s  degree,  142  the  mas- 
ter’s degree  and  four  the  doctor- 
ate. Certificates  also  will  be  pre- 
sented to  six  who  have  completed 
the  two-year  course  of  the  Tech- 
nical Institute. 

The  summer  graduates  come 
from  33  states  and  15  foreign 
countries,  and  the  total  1964  class 
represents  43  states,  20  foreign 
countries  and  the  District  of 
Columbia.

There  is  a tendency  among  Americans  to  be  avid  second 
guessers,  in  everything  from  Pennant  inners  to  a Constitu- 
tion that  has  served  this  country  for  the  last  277  years.
